We have been saving the following 
column written by James Roberts 
of The Andrews County News for 
use in this spot and feel that this 
Thanksgiving ^bason is an appropri­ 
ate time to run it. 


We were striding down one of those 
interminable long corridors at Love 
Field heading for our gate to catch 
a late afternoon flight home. 


Suddenly he appeared at our side. 
Stride for stride, his small legs 
stretched and stretched until he 
managed to stay even with us. 
"I’m walking as fast as you are!" 
"You sure are!" 
"I'm on my way to meet my daddy. 
He's cornin' in on a jet all the way 
from Vietnam and if I'm big enough 
he’s gonna take me fishin'. " 
"Are you all alone? Where are the 
rest of your folks?" 
"They're- waitin’ for him at the 
gate. I had to go to the bathroom. 
Momma said I had time before the 
plane arrived. " 
"How long has it been since you've 
seen your daddy?" 
"He was here for five days two 
years ago when I was just a little 
boy. Do you think I’m big enough to 
go fishin' now?" 
"How old are you?" 
"I'm five and a half years old and 
I’ve been taking care of momma for 
two years . . . I won't have to do 
that any more now that daddy’s not 
in Vietnam . . . and momma says 
he’ll have his medals, his ribbons, 
and everything when he gets off the 
plane. " 
"Grandma and grandpa are here 
too from Corsicana cause they want 
to see Daddy too. But grandma is 
sick. " 
"What is the matter with your 
grandma?" 
"I don't know but I guess it hurts 
real bad cause while ago while we 
were talkin' about Daddy coming 
home she was cryin’. I guess she 
really hurts bad. " 
"I've got ababy sister too but she’s 
just a little bitty thing—she can't go 
fishin' with my daddy. Babies don’t 
go fishin' do they? My daddy has a 
mustache and momma says he’s gon­ 
na keep it for a while but he left his 
gun over in Vietnam so some other 
soldiers can use it. He's not gonna 
need it anymore momma says. " 
"And she says I'm not to even look 
at or talk about daddy’s funny leg. 
It’s a new one that the doctors give 
him but it won't keep him from takin' 
me fishin' . . . momma says we can 
catch just as much fish anyway . . . 
do you always walk this fast, 
m is­ 
ter?" 
"I bet my daddy can walk this fast 
too, don't you? I'm walking fast as 
you. All big boys walk this fast,don't 
they? If you walk this fast, you’re 
big enough to go fishin' with your 
daddy aren't you?" 


Our gate was on down the corri­ 
dor but curiosity compelled us to 
wait a few minutes and watch as the 
tousled-headed youngster skipped 
over to join his family watching 
through the big panes of glass as the 
airliner slid into the slot. 
A few moments later, the crowd 
from the plane started spilling out 
of Hie chute into the lobby. 
One of the last to come through, 
w asatall, well-built, tousled-head­ 
ed soldier, chest covered with rib­ 
bons, face pale from too-long in a 
hospital, and walking with a cane on 
either side of a swinging artificial 
leg. 
After the hugs, the kisses, the 
tears, a proud papa swept the small 
boy into his arm s, mentioning som e­ 
thing about how the youngster had 
grown, how big he was . . . and in 
a voice that could be heard all over 
the lobby, the small boy asked: 
"I've growed enough to be 
big 
enough to go fishin' haven't I daddy?"

year by the Extension Service; 
and is a concentrated effort 
to have $3.76 billion in cash 
receipts before the end of 
1976. This would bo one bil­ 
lion dollars more than the 
cash receipts of $2.75 billion 
reported in the 1968-69 crop 
year, which serves as a base 
for the 1976 projections. 
Guidelines 
for production 
and 
marketing 
of 
cotton, 
grain sorghum and wheat are 
available in the County Agri­ 
cultural 
Agent’s office at 
the courthouse. In addition, 
Extension specialists in live­ 
stock and range management 
are scheduled to be in the 
county in February and March 
to help producers achieve the 
goals. 
The 3.76 program was an­ 


nounced in January by Dr. 
John E. Hutchison, director 
of the 
Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service, after two 
months of intensive study by 
groups of specialists who de­ 
termine long range projec­ 
tions 
on the agricultural 
cnmnvxlity groups produced 
in the state. The figures that 
resulted 
from the studies 
were predicted cash receipts, 
not 
including government 
subsidies to prrxlucers. 
Texas currently 
accounts 
for more than five percent of 
the nation’s agricultural in­ 
come; but to meet the 676 in 
'76 goal, Texas must increase 
its rate of growth to ten per­ 
cent of the projected national 
increa.se in cash receipts, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Hutchison.

In Oil, Gas Production 


Fisher County’s petroleum 
industry 
produces 6,655,730 
barrels of crude oil valued at 
$21,359,867 
and 
7,881,698 
thousand cubic feet of natural 
gas valued at $1,079,792 for 
an annual economic value of 
$22,439,659. 
These figures, just released 
by the Texas Mid-Continent 
Oil & Gas Association, show 
the county ranked 59th among 
state counties in oil and gas 
production during 1969. 
Texas production which has 
registered an increase over 
each previous year 
during 
the past decade hit another 
all-time high in 1969 
with 
1,151,775,000 barrels, accord­ 
ing to U. S. Bureau of Mines 
statistics. This is a produc­ 
tion increase of 24.2% since 
1960. 
"Production 
from Fisher 
County helped meet this rec­ 
ord demand,” says Kenneth 
E. 
Montague, 
Association 
President. "We are now call­ 
ing on it 
and the rest of 
Texas to meet an even greater 
demand 
as events 
in the 
Middle East have again forced 
us to dip into our declining 
reserves. Unfortunately, the 
price for Texas oil is inade­ 
quate to stimulate enough ex­ 
ploratory drilling to replace 
reserves.” 
Fisher County landowners 
and others with mineral in­ 
terests received $2,804,957 In 
royalty payments last year. 
Texas received $932,554 from 
crude oil production 
taxes 
and $76,665 from natural gas 


production taxes. 
Estimated 
drilling expen­ 
ditures totaled $956,883 with 
$313,800 
of 
that 
amount 
spent on dry holes yielding 
nothing for the driller. Ira 
Rinehart’s Yearbook showed 
drillers 
completed 
23 
oil 
wells, I gas well and 20 dry 
holes. 
Eighteen 
wildcats 
were drilled with 17 of them 
dry. 
The county’s 
oil and gas 
processing plants also added 
to the economy. The Oil and 
Gas Journal listed 2 natural 
gasoline plants with a capa­ 
city of 11.0 million cubic feet 
daily. 
Reports from the Texas Em­ 
ployment Commission 
show 
some 49 persons were directly 
employed by the oil and gas 
industry in the county with 
an annual payroll of $390,- 
206.

Pursuant 
to an invitation from 
the Texas Tax Club, the Editor of 
the Herald and incidently a m em ber 
of the Texas House of R epresenta­ 
tives, left last Saturday night for 
Austin to participate in delibera­ 
tions, unofficially, with the Club 
relative to the attempt of the Texas 
Tax Club to bring pressure to bear 
on the national Congress to repeal 
the Federal Inheritance Tax Law. 
This 
meeting was held 
Monday 
morning at ten o ’clock in the Senate 
Chamber. About one hundred Repre­ 
sentatives and Senators were p re s ­ 
ent and listened to the discussions 
of the reasons why the Federal In­ 
heritance Tax should be repealed. 
At a mid-day luncheon at the Austin 
Hotel, the m em bers of the legisla­ 
ture took up this m atter as to a fo r­ 
mal expression from them to our 
m em bers in C ongress. A strong r e s ­ 
olution was passed, unanimously, 
asking that this repeal be made. A 
further resolution was also passed 
asking that the inheritance tax on 
tax exempt governmental securities 
rem ain as they a re now. For this is 
the only way of making such wealth 
bear its share of the tax burden. 
This week the Santa Fe surveying 
crew is running a line into Hamlin 
from the northwest. They are indi­ 
cating that they would join the Abi­ 
lene & Southern near the Oil Mill. 
But railroad building in West Texas 
is very uncertain, however there is 
considerable talk that the Santa Fe 
is contemplating buying the A. & S. 
road from Hamlin to Ballinger. This 
would undoubtedly develop into one 
of their best paying branches. But 
the Santa Fe is laying out extensive 
plans for the future mid possibly to 
hold down territo ry that other roads 
may wish to occupy. Hamlin would 
certainly welcome a Santa Fe ra il­ 
road, and here is hoping that they 
will tap the good territo ry north of 
us and extend the line down to Bal­ 
inger.

Hamlin's Pied P ipers took to the 
gridiron for their seaso n's finale 
Friday night against the Rotan Yel- 


lowhammers and the result of the 
contest was never in doubt.
